BURIED ALIVE I§ A COAL PIT

One Hundrod and Fifty Weloh Miners
Entombed by an Explosion,

MANY LIVES SUPPOSED TO BE LOST

Thousnnds ol Volunteers Hognged in

the Work of Rescae, but No
Rign  of  Lifv  tins  Yet
Deen Discoverod,

Loxnox, Aug, 25 A fearful explosion has
ogourred at Parckslip conl pit, noar Bridge
Knd, Wales, Ono bucdrod aod fifty men nve
entomoed nnd it s fonrod thers tud ooon
wront loss of 1ife.  Nota single mau hes yos
maile his esoape, The work of clearing tho
pit has bogun with many kundeeds of volun-
teers,
AL o'elock this evouing o resculng nrty
camo to the surface with twoe mon whom
they founa near the bottom of the pit.  Hoth
~waors badly burned and unconscious, with
little hope of rocovery. Shortly aftor this,
fire suddenly burst forth from the mouth of
the pit.  This has éut off all bowve, for those
who teat escaped detth hnve cortainly been
suffocated or burned Lo death.

A large number of rescuers are working in
the Parkslip hill. Many bave teen holsted
up exhansted, Seven miners found dead have
not yot been vrought 1o the sirface, The
explosion was félt 6ver an aven of ten miles,
It caused tremendous falis of enrth which
has completaly blooked the gallorlies, A% the
workings extend 1,500 yards, it 18 hoped thit
some miners who were working at a good
distance from the shatt whore the exnlosion
ocourred will vo roscued alive,
